Singerly, publisher of The -Philadelphia 
Record, is president of both companies, and 
the same men, with one exception, act as 
Officers and directors. ° 

The first information the public received 
that the banks were in trouble was in .the 
form of a notice posted this morning on 
the door of the building occupied joirtly 
by the two concerns, signed by National

The iron bars of Fulton county jail will 
not keep Santa Claus from getting itn and 
giving the prisoners a big Christmas din- 
ner. Old Santa may not have time to fill 
their stockings, but he is going to make 
an effort. to fill their stomachs. 

Sheriff Nelms has given Santa orders to 
go ahead and get up the best dinner he 
can. There are about one hundred prison- 
ers who will take their Christmas dinner 
behind the bars, but Sheriff Nelms says 
that it will be just as good as they could 
get if they were on the outside. They are 
going to have everything that the sheriff 
will have on his table, and that means that 
they will have all the good things of the

It will be the last Christmas dinner serv- 
ed in the old jail and it will be one to he 
remembered. The usual odor of cabbage 
and fat meat that fills the jail during the 
other days in the year will ‘be driven out 
by the delicious odor of roast turkey and 
plum pudding. «The jail chef will have a 


chance to turn out the most palatable dain-° 


ties ever cooked on the jail.oven and he 
will use all the knowledge of the culinary 
art in his possession. 
The full menu has not been made out yet, 
but it is certain that the regulation turkey 
with cranberry sauce will form a large 
part of the dinner. The plum pudding will 
not be forgotten and there will be enough 
of. it to. give the ‘entire population of the 
jail the nightmare for a week. There will 
be ’possum, garnished with baked yams, for 
the colored prisoners; there will be delicious 


soup for those who cannot partake of the. 


heavier fOod and every prisoner will have 
what he wants and plenty of it. The din- 
ner will be served at noon tomorrow and 
the prisoners will eat until they have cried 
‘“Hold—enough!” : 

Sheriff Nelms said yesterday that all the 
prisoners were looking forward to their 
Christmas dinner and that he was going 
t6 give theth ‘the best spread that he could 


get.up. Sheriff Nelms says that while he 


is glad there will. be a new jail by. next 
Christmas, he is glad that he has had a 


Since he 
has been sheriff there have .anly been two 
prisoners to escape, and beth of them have 
been reeaptured and are now serving their 
time in the penitentiary.

Since Sheriff Nelms has been 
in office prisoners have been sent here from 
all over the state for safe keeping.

SHOT TO DEATH AMONG LADIES. 


Two Alabamians Have a Fatal Meet- 
ing in Crowded Jewelry Store. 


Birmingham, Ala., December 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—T. T. Ashford, a member of the Bir- 


mingham board of aldermen and president 
of the Birmingham Paint and Glass Com- 
pany, this.afternoon shot and fatally 
wounded F. T. Brown, of Courtland, Ala., 
a traveling salesman for Bettman, Bloom 
& Co., clothing manufacturers at Cincin- 
nati. 

A year ago Brown killed Ashford’s broth- 
er, at Courtland, Ala., by shooting the top 


' of his head off. T. T. Ashford did not go 


to Courtland to the trial, at the request of 
his mother, who feared further trouble. 

Brown was acquitted. 

This afternoon the men met-.on. Twen- 
tieth street. in front of Rosenstihl’s jewel- 
ry establishment. Large crowds of Christ- 
mas shoppers were on the streets and in 
the store. 

It is glaimed Brown made a motion as 
if to draw a gun when Ashford began 
shooting. The first shot went through 
Brown's left cheek and crashed into a show 


' window. Brown ran into the jewelry store, 
followed by Ashford. The latter fired two 
‘ more shots, one passing through Brown's.

MANY PERSONS ARE INJURED

Some of the Injured Are in a Serious

hicago, December 23.~Fire broke out 
Pr camrony 4 o’clock this afternoon os 
the basement of the five-story building a 
104. Madison street, the first floor and base- 
ment of which were occupied by the Tosetti 
Cafe and Restaurant Company “and the 
second floor by the billiard parlors of Frank 
Mussey. 

The “laos was insignificant at first and 
a crowd of people gathered on the sidewalk 
in front of the building to watch the work 
of the firemen. 

About a dozen policemen were busily en- 
gaged in pushing back the throng when a 
terrific explosion of natural gas took place. 
The building was badly wrecked and the 
windows, grating, sidewalk lights and man- 
hole covers were hurled into the air and fell 
among the crowd. Dozens of people were 
thrown from their feet and twenty-three 
were more or less injured, only one of 
them being seriously hurt.

The explosion caused a wild panic in the 
Street and in the frantic rush for safety 
whica followe@ many people were thrown 
down and trampled upon. That many were 
not killed and many more injured was lit- 
tle short of a miracle. 

Mussey’s 6%flard parlors were filled with 
players when the explosion came and the 
men, who had paid little or no attention 
to the small blaze in the basement, appre- 
ciated the situation at its proper value 
when the windows went sailing into the 
street and plester began to come down on 
their heeds. The rush of the excited bil- 
liard players was great, as they plunged 
down the stairs for safety and the outer 
air. Many of them escaped by the stair- 
way, some took to the fire escape end those 
who were late or whd deliberated as the 
best way of egress were taken out by the 
firemen, '\: . 

The fire spread through the building with 
great rapidity after the explosion and with- 
in ten minutes it was blazing. flercely. 

Call after call for additional engines was 
sent by Chief Sweenie, but the fire could 
only be reached in front and rear and was 
difficult of access. The cold weather caused 
much of the water to freeze and within 
an hour the building resembled an iceberg 
with a furnace in its interior. 

The building is within fifty feet of the 
intersection of Dearborn and Madison 
streets, where the loops of the west side 
and north side cable lines intersect, and 
from the time the fire broke out until after 
midnight traffic was entirely suspended: on 
both lines. : 

The loss is estimated at $125,000, of which 
$90,000 will fall on the Tosetgi Company, 
$20,000 on (Mussey and $15,000 on Morris Ros- 
enfield, the owner of the building.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., December 23.—(Special.)—Circum- 
Stantial evidence points to A. H. Blanch. 
colored, as one of the murderers of Zeke 
Winn, the negro barber who was killed with 
a hatchet in his room, adjoining his barber 
shop on Fourth street, at an early hour 
Sunday morning. Blanch was arrested by 
Deteciive Patterson and put in the city 
barracks. This morning Detective Patter- 
son found a hatchet that belonged to 
Blanch hid behind a picture in Blanch’s 
room. Signs of blood were plainly seen 
on the blade of the hatchet. A piece of the 
head of the hatchet is broken off and this 
may account for the ragged appearance of 
the wounds on the head of the dead man. 

Among the effects stolen from the mur- 
dered barber was his watch. It is said that 
a watch other that Blanchn’s was in 
Blanch’s room some hours after the mur- 
der was discovered. When Blanch was ar- 
rested $43 in money was found on his per- 
son and the murdered man is Known to 
have had considerable money on the night 
he met his death. 

A warrant was sworn out for Blanch 
this morning by Detective Patterson and 
he will be carnmed from the city prison to 
jail. Blancn says he is innocent of the 
crime. So far as circumsiantial ev.dence 
goes, it points stronger to Blanch than to 
‘ae other two negro barbers, Dorset and 
Vavis.

New England Cotton Manufacturers Are 
Wodmy, 


SOUTHERN MILLS ARE ON TOP 


Superior Advantages of the South 
Cause Consternation. 


MASSACHUSETTS MILL MEN HAVE MET 


They Acknowledge, After Investiga- 
tion, That the South Is the Piace 
To Make Cotton Cloth. 


Boston, Mass., December 23.—Cotton man- 
ufacturers ef New England are all astir 
over the fact that southern competition has 
practically doomed the business in this sec- 
tion. 

General alarm at the successful experi- 
ments in the south is prevalent among the 
manufactyrers of cotton goods in Massa- 
chusetts, and many of them are making 
investigation of the southern country and 
conditions there with a view to establishing 
factories, The meeting of the Arkwright 
Club in this city recent!y evolved the true 
conditions here. New Englanders are 
thoroughly alarmed at their prospects so 
long as the factories in the south are giving 
them such red hot competition under more 
favorable conditions than can possibly en- 
viron cotton mills in this section. 

Many mills have lately been established 
in Georgia and the Carolinas and others 
are going to be established there beyond 
a doubt. Texas is an aitractive field, too, 
being closer to ports through which the 
Asiatic and,indian trade may be reached. 
All of the mills that have been planted in 
the south have flourished and are making 
money. At the meeting of the Arkwright 
Club recently a full report from a commit- 
tee prev.ous.y appointed to investigate con- 
ditions at the south was read. 

This report was all one way, and that 
Was in favor of the south. Among other 
things the committee reported: 

‘‘ne conditions under Which the manu- 
facture iS proseculead at the north and at 
the south are, we presume, tairly weil 
Known By every member of tne ciuy. Nev- 
ertheless, the more caretuily the subject 
is studied tne w.der geems the difference 
between the condiuons prevaihng in tne 
two sections of the country. ‘ne chief dif- 
licully yOur committee has, in expressing 
1S Opinion upon tue difference, is in linding 
terms suffilcently sirong to set forth the 
nopelessness of a prolonged competition be- 
tween nortnern and southern manufasc- 
— under the conditions that now pre- 
Vail, 

it may be we.l in the outset to incorpo- 
rate in this paper a@ report recently made 
by two memoers of this club, after .a visit 
lo the south, and a careful investigation of 
the manufacture as there prosecuted. Thee 
Benlieucn ieport as oligws: af 

Our principal point of observation was at 
Charlotte, N. C., whch is the wenter of the 
manufacturing interests of the Piedmont 
section. It has extensive supply stores, a 
good machine shop and several mili en- 
@ineers’ omfces, each with its feree of 
draftsmen, ready at the shortest possible 
noi:ice to furnish complete plans for a mod- 


ern cotton mill of the most approved con- ; 
to close a contract for a 


struction, and 
complete equipment of machinery. 


During the last two years three parties | 


the present time business is rather dull 
with them. 

The Piedmont district is .situated in a 
high and rolling country, with a delightful 
climate, well adapted to cotton manufact- 
uring. In no miil visited did we find the 


appliances for moistening the atmosphere, | 


with which they are all equipped, in use. 
Up to within a recent period nearly all 

the mills built in the south were arranged 

to make three and four-yard sheetings; 


but within the last three or four years the } 


tendency has been to put new mills on 
yarns as fine as No. 40. The southerner 
finds that, with the advantages he possess- 
es, he can make these goods at a cost which 
will allow him to undersell our mills and 
still leave him a margin or profit which is 
sufficient to induce the investment of cap- 
ital. 
The South’s Advantages. 
And now what are thelr advantages? 


The southerner claims that there ure sev- | 


erai: First, that cotton 
near, and that freight on it can be saved. 


is conveniently | 


Second, that water power is abundant, if | 


you care ‘to utilize it, and that coal.is cheap 
if you prefer to run by steam. Third, that 
labor is wbundant and@ cheap and not in- 
cline@ to organize against the employers. 
Fourth, that the enactment of restrictive 
labor laws is not likely to trouble manu- 
facturers for many years. 

In our opinion, the cheap labor, long 
hours and freedom from legislative inter- 
ference are the chief advantages, and the 
others are unimportant and of doubtful 
value. 

The cost of the erection and maintenance 
of dams, the necessity of locating mills to 
be run by water power in low places, where 
the ight is shut out, and the additional 
cost of building foundations. which some- 
times have to be started twenty or twenty- 
five feet below the surface of the ground, 
all contribute to make the investment so 
large ‘that the interest on it goes far to- 
ward offsetting the cost of steam power. 

The cost of coal varies in different loc1- 
ities from $1.65 per ton for Tennessee bitu- 
minous, at which one manufacturer ex- 
pects to contract for his coal for the com- 
ing year, to $3.40 for Pocahontas coal at 
another point. In some mills wood is used 
for fuel, costing from $1.10 to $1.40 per cord, 
and two cords of wood are generally con- 
sidered equal itn value to one ton of coal. 

The saving of freight on cotton amounts 
to but little, and is offset by freight on 
the goods, which have to be shipped north. 

The advantages, however, which pertain 
to labor are. very great; the long hours run 
and the low prices paid, we believe, make 
the cost of labor In the south about 40 
per cent less than in the north. The work- 
ing day in North Carolina is twelve hours, 
% per cent longer than in Massachusetts. 
and the price paid per day for common 
labor in the mills is from 50 to 75 cents. 

So far as we could learn, there is no dis- 
position to organize labor unions. The 
American operatives do not take kindly to 
this imported idea, and the opportunity af- 
forded them to earn regular wages is too 
highly prized to be trifled with. They are 
just as anxious for the success of the m lis 
as the owners, and there is in their atti- 
tude toward their employers a loyalty which 
is in striking contrast to the, antagonism 
which exists and is encouraged among the 
northern operatives. 

The general appearance of the mills we 
visited is very creditable. ev are con- 
structed of brick. which is made on the 
premises, or at near-by points, at a cost of 
from $3 to $% ver 1.4. Uard pine lumber, 
which costs here $20 to per 1,000, is 
landed at the milis. dressed. for $13. 
claimed that the cost of mill bu'‘id‘ngs is 
from 48 cents to & cents per seuare foot of 
floor space.

No Labor Legislation. 


In North Carolina there are no labor 
laws. Most of the small mills are running 
their carding and spinning night and day, 
and dotng the weaving in the daytime. 
The statement was made by one mill man- 
ager that they did fully as good work at 
night as in the day.. This is accounted for 
by stating that he selected his largest and 
best help for the night shift. 

There is: a decided opposition on the 
part of the manufacturers in the south to 
any restrictive labor legislation whatever, 
and the alertness with which they combine 
to — and discourage it is worthy of 
attention.

To him Colombia, Bolivia (named in his 
honor), Ecuador, and Peru owed their in- 
dependence, and, although he held for a 
long period absolute control over the rev- 
enues of the states, he died comparatively 
a poor man, without one breath against the 
absolute honesty of his stewardship. Not 
alone did he set up the highest standard 
of public. morality, but in its smallest de- 
tail he purged the administration of jus- 
tice, advanced the arts and sciences, and, 
by the stability of his administration and 
the #orrectness of his attitude, compiled 
gemeral recognition by the world -of the 
newly created governments. The splendor 
of his achievements and the permamency 
of the results of his statesmanship made 
liberty the hope and the goal of every com- 
monwealth of the South American conti- 
nent. He lighted a flame that sprei@ 
through the great pampas, ran along the 
mighty rivers, and at last shone from every 
peak of the mighty Andes.

stand which they had taken for inde- 
pendence. Without seeking to depre- 
ciate the courage evinced by Colonel! 
Ruiz in executing the adventurous er- 
rand which carried him across the ene- 
my’s lines, it miust We insisted that due 
notice was served wI the Spaniards, 
and that Colonel Ruyiz, in defying the 
orders of General Gomez, deliberately 
took his life into his own hands. 

Since the outbreak of hositilities in 
Cuba, nothing has happened to tarnish 
the cause of the insurgents, nor does the 
execution of Colonel Ruiz bring reproach 
upon the flag. Time and again the Span- 
iards have been guilty of the moat dis- 
graceful acts of treachery, but’ never 
once have the Cubans descended to such 
base tactics. Less than two weeks age 
the Spaniards fell upon some forty Cu- 
ban invalids confined in one of the hos- 
pitals on the island, and without display- 
ing the least spark of mercy, slaughtered 
the entire number. But even this sav: 
age massacre is tame in comparison with 
the monstrous and inhuman outrages 
perpetrated by General 
defenseless women’ and children. 
The insurgents have stooped to none of 
these abhorrent methods of warfare. 
Throughout the entire struggle they 
have carried their flags high and kept 
them as free from dishonor as from de- 
feat. In putting Colonel Ruiz to death 
they have been guilty. of no act ol 
treachery or strategem, nor have they 
lowered the standard of the fight whicF 
they are making. They have simply de- 
clared their unyielding opposition to 
Spanish home rule, and their uncompro- 
mising allegiance to the cause of Cuban 
independence. Instead of calling for 
criticism and reproach, this courageous 
stand of the Cuban patriots calls for 
increased admiration and respect,

The Code Duello. 

While the code duello, in its sanguin- 
ary character, is rapidly becoming ob- 
solete in the United States, it appears 
to Be still in high favor on the other 
side of the Atlantic. , 

In Germany some 4,000 engagements 
are yearly fought on the field of honor 
with sanguinary results. Most of these 
engagements take place in the neighbor- 
hood of college towns. Within the space 
of twenty-four hours as many as twenty 
duels have occurred in the neighborhood 
of Jena. 

Next to Germany in allegiance to the 
code duello comes France. There are 
some 1,200 duels fought annually in 
France, the participants being mainly of- 
ficers in the French army. Italy comes 
next to France, with some 275 duels an- 
nually. During the past ten years Italy 
has furnished 2,759 duels. Austria, Rus- 
sia, Spain and Great Britain rank next 
in the order named. In Great Britain 
the code has become almost as obsolete 
as in the United States. 

Most of the duels fought on the Eu- 
ropean continent are fought with the 
sword, though pistols and knives are 
used occasionally.

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The Southern Bankers’ Convention. 


From The New York Financier. 

The convention of southern bankers held 
at Atlanta last week for the purpose of de- 
viging some method by which the business 
interests of that section might be enabled to 
obtain credit facilities now lacking is an 
object leeson which our national legislators 
will do well to heed, 

The south is not an undeveloped territory. 
On the contrary, it is one of the most im- 
portant contributors to our material ‘wealth, 
and its record from a banking standpoint 
is above criticism. The conditions that con- 
front the southern banker are unique. He is 
in the first place generally the agent of an 
agricultural community, which demands a 
large amount of money at certain seagoris 
of the year and none at other times. To 
put the matter in another way, the ‘“*bank- 
ing’’ principle applies to the south with 
more pertinence than the “currency prin- 
ciple.” The first in banking recognizes the 
need of credit facilities to consummate com- 
plex trade or barter. | 

Not being able to exchange goods direct, 
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south feels is peculiarly 

needs. The “currency principle,” on the 
other hand, as illustrated in the national 
bank circulation, assuines that there will 
always be a demand for a certain amount 
of currency which will pass from hand to 
hand without redemption. This is true in 
one sense, but it fails when confronted by 
conditions similar to those outlined above. 
The south can never succeed in establish- 
ing an annual average of fixed circulation. 
The demand fluctuates from month to 


month and no bank can make aby currency: 


responsive to this demand, when the issue 
is based on a bond guarantee. It simply 
supplies the need by borrowing from the 
north or larger cities elsewhere. This is 
expensive and ungatisfactory. The south 
sees the need of removing these obstacles 
to success, hence the unanimity that mark- 
ed the adoption of the resolutions which 
are printed on another page. df 

And the scutkern bankers, in th main, 
are right. It is wiong to assume that our 
present banking laws represent the best 
results and the clearest thoughts on cur- 
rency matters, or the crystallized wisdom 
gained from long years of experience. 
Rather the present. agitation opposes this 
proposition. The national banking act, not- 
withstanding thea fact that it has given us 
a magnificent currency system, does not 
cover the ground. It was enacted simply 
to give a market for United States bonds, 
and as a necessary corollary the prohibitory 
tax on state bank notes was imposed. As 
the south at the time was at war with the 
north and the west had not started on its 
wonderful career of development, these 
sections were not considered by the framers 
of the bill. They have been seriously handi- 
capped as a result of too restrictive bank- 
ing laws, and they can never work out 
their own destiny to best advantage until 
their peculiar conditions are recognized and 
the proper relief afforded. The words of The 
Atlanta Constitution on this point are rep- 
resentative of this sentiment. In a recent 
issue it says: 

“There is not’a banker of experience in 
the south but knows that the present bank- 
ing iaws promote the banking business only 
in the large financial centers and are there- 
fore not framed to meet the wants of the 
people, Money that should be in circulation 
in the agricultural districts and in local 
business is sent off to the central banks, 
whose managers betray a most inordinate 
desire to accumulate large deposits. 

Now we submit that a law passed for a 
specific purpose and under such circum- 
Stances (the placing of government bonds) 
will stand a good deal of modifying, amend- 
ing and revising. And while that is going 
On We want the bankers and business men 
of the south to carry on the agitation to 
be inaugurated in the bankers’ convention 
today until they succeed in engratfting on 
the law such reforms ag will give to the 
south and to the whole country a banking 
System fitted to the needs of the people. 
We boast a good deal of our progrees, but 
in this particular matter we have taken 
a step backward. We therefore wefcome 


agitation by the southern bankers in behalf 
of a better banking system.” :

JAPAN'S NEW ROAD ; 
) IS HARD TO TRAVEL. — 


In throwing off the simplicity of secong 


rate importance, and assuming the yoke a 
which English ideas impose, the empire 


of Japan is undergoing that impoverishment 
of the masses which is essential to the 
solidity of the classes. Not that there 
were not poor people in the multi-islang 
empire before, but exactions have been 
placed upon their shoulders which mark 
the former poverty of the people as af- 
fluence. When the gold Standard was 
adopted, in obedience tu British diplomacy, 
there went up a shout of joy from the sia- 
gle metal enthusiasts, but the same crash 
which followed such action in other coun- 
tries has come upon Japan also. 


There is an American missionary in Japan 
—a Georgian at that—Rev. William P. Tur- 
ner, representing the Methodist Episcopal 
church south. He is an observant man and 


in a letter of date November 25th, from . 


Uwajina, he says: 

“Both the political and financia) cerd'- 
tion of Japan are on very unstabis 
grounds. There seems to be a growing dis. 
content everywhere and the relief that the 
people expected when a gold standard wag 
adopted has not come. The value of the 
yen being now fixed in terms of gol, the 
silver yen is now not exchanged for Mexi- 
cans at the benk. It requires about 110 to 11§ 
Mexican dollars now to get 100 yen. Thig 
gives China just that much advantage over 
Japan in the European and American mar- 
kets, both as to exports and imports. For- 
merly, too, Japan shipped large 
quactities of her manufactures and 
products, such as cotton goods, um- 
prellas and fish, over to China, where they 
found ready sale. But now Japan must sell 
cheaper or China must pay higher for the 
same goods. 


“This has crippled Japan’s trade with 
China and her industries are consequently 
suffering. Then again coal has risen in 
price so fearfully high that many steam- 
boats ard factories are running at a dead 
loss. A boat that cnce required 70 yen 
worth of coal to run from bere to Osaka 
now requires 200 yen worth. 


“The following summary of business for 
the week ending November 2th taken from 
The Japan Mail will indicate the condition 
of trade: 

‘* *The import market has reached a stage 
of stagnancy not experienced for a jong 
time past, and what is worse, there ap- 
pears to be no hope of igre improving 
this year. In spite of an inflation of cur- 
rency by a large cver-issue of convertible 
notes by the Bank of Japan, a tightness of 
morey is complained of on all sides, and in 
the principal manufacturing center of Ja- 
pan, Osaka, several heavy failures are da'‘iy 
expected. The smaller banks in many 
parts of the country are also in difficulties, 
and the Bank of Japan is very chary of 
making loa tc any considerable extent. 
Added to these financial troubles, there is 
a perfect block on the railways so that 
goods accumulate for weeks and monthe at 
the principal stations (depots), booked for 
points in tthe interior.’ 


“This last. point is one that would‘ be in- 
teresting to American railroad men. Where- 
as in our country railways employ agents 
at high salaries to solicit freight, in Japan 
the queer spectacle is seen of shippers and 
merchants going to railway offices implor- 
ing them to send their goods off after they 
have lain about the depot for weeks. But 
it has always been a characteristic of the 
people to do things just opposite from the 
way we do them, and this principle is not 
confined to old Japan. 


“Then, too, the sober business men of 
the empire are beginning to see that the 
extravagant national armament expan- 
sion scheme inaugurated just after the 


war with China is destined to’ check the ; 


commercial prosperity of the country. 
Great sums are being spent on the army 
and navy. The annual expenditure of the 
government has jumped from 90,000,000 yen 
in three years to 270,000,000 yen) Two of tne 
higgest warships in the world have just 
been added to the Japanese navy 2nd oth- 
ers are being built in Hurope and America. 
The two that have just come cut from Eng- 
land are the ‘Fuji’ and ‘Yoshima,’ and are 
the largest ships ever passed through the 
Buez canal. These cost an immense sum of 
money to build and a heavy expense ac- 
ceunt annually. Then Japan proposes to 
double her army in the next few years. 
Where the -snoney is to come from is already 
one of the greatest problems the govern- 
ment has to face. 


“From our standpoint, everything is now 
heavily taxed. A farmer who owns a piece 
of land worth $1,000 has to pay to the gen- 
eral government an annual tax of $25, or 
2% per cent of its value. This ‘s extra from 


any local taxes—state, county or city. It 


is said that about one-half of a farmer's 
products go to pay the various taxes that 
are levied upon him. This seems pretty 
hard, when we remember that the average 
peasant is too poor to even eat rice ali the 
time, although rice is his chief product. 
He eats sweet potatoes and beans, because 
they are cheaper, and when he eats rice 
he mixes four parts rice with six parts 
wheat and boils this mixture for his best 
food. Even the poorest farmers cannot eat 
that much rice. This mixture of r'ce and 
wheat is the regulation food in the peni- 
tentiary here. / And not long since a poor 
man who had been living on potatoes said 
he had got into ‘gokuraku’—paradise— 
when he was thrust in prison and was given 
good clothes and rice and wheat to eat. 


“And this question of prisons ‘s one of 
interest now that after one more year all 
foreigners will come under Japanese laws, 
and consequently all criminals will be put 
in Japanese prisons, whereas now they are 
put in foreign -prisons in the concessions. 
Suppose a foreigner were put ina Japanese 
prison with rice atid wheat for food, 4 
straw mat for a bed and a block for a pil- 
low, he would think he had fallen into a 
tough place, but to millions of Japanese 
it would be greater comfort than they now 
enjoy. So the question of separate prisons 
for foreigners is now under discussion, but 
many over-sensitive Japanese think such 
an idea is derogatory to the reputation of 
their country. 

“There are many important questions to 
be settled wnder the rew treaties. One is 
the question of church property among mis- 
sionaries. Now all churches, schools and 
residences for missionaries outside of 
treaty ports atc meld in the name of some 
Japanese, not in trust as such property is 
held at home, for there is not any law in 
Japan to that end, but as his own personal 
hte, eee ae sold for his debts.

court; that the treasurer be restrained from 


paying for the work; that the newly ap- 
pointed judge be restrained from holding 
the court; that such other and furtber 


relief be granted in accordance with law, 
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been tried, found guilty and sentenced to 
serve d term in the county chaingang may 
be tried again. The ones now serving may 
demanée a new trial, and those who havo 
served their sentences may demand-a new 
trial, and if found not guilty, might cue for 
damages from the county. If found guilty, 
they have served their sentences and woul¢ 
be turned loose, 

It is charged that the city court of De 
Kalb is an illegal tribunal of justice and 
was established not according to the law 
and contrary to the constitution of ths 
State. 

An injunction has been filed with the 
clerk of the court and a rule nisi issued by 
Judge Candler Wednesday night calls on 
the defendants in the petition to appear 
before him on the 8th of January to show 
cause why the court should not be abol- 
ished and its acts declared illegal. This was 
attempted by the past session of the leg: 
islature, but failed, and now threatens to 
be done by the superior court of the 
county. 

Ceviain taxpayers of the county, through 
their attorney, Colonel W. W. Braswell, 
of Decatur, have prepared the bill, which 
has been filed in the clerk’s office. It cites 
the law on which it is founded and states 
the reasons why the injunction to énjoin 
the county officers, and especially the treas- 


urer of the county, from paying out any 


funds of the county for the maintenance 
of the court and from paying the salary of 
the judge, should be granted. 

Allegations in the Bill. 

In paying these amounts the bill alleges 
that it is an “illegal and unauthorized ap- 
plication of the revenue of said county.” 

The bil] says the reason the injunction is 


asked against the county officials is that 


they all have dealings with it and heip 


maintain it. The clerk, the ordinary, the 


treasurer and the newly appointed judge 
are all made parties to the transaction. 


In paragraph 6 the bill says: “Plaintiff 
alleges that what is known as the act to 
create and establish the city cour of De- 
Kalb in and for the county of DeKalb, ap- 


and that the defendants be enjoined from 
running the court.” 

The rule nisi was issued and will be heard 
on the 8th of January. The bill will de 
fought by the defendants, and Judge Par- 
ry, who has just been appointed to the 


‘bench and will preside over the destinies 


of the court /f it is not stopped or abolish- 
ed, will make an earnest effort to kill the 
bill for an injunction. 

Colonel W. W. Braswell, who hag dis- 
covered that the court was an _ illegal 
branch of the county’s government, bel.eves 
that he will carry his point, but said 
that he did not care to say anything, 

A Source of Contention. 

The court has been a source of much 
contention for some time and promises te 
be the cause of much more. The 
court was established four years ago by 
an act of the legislature, when the genera] 
law was in existence providing that it be 
established by a recommendation of the 
grand jury. This is the issue now—wheth-.- 
er the legislature had the right to establish 
the court regardless of the general law. It 
is the claim of the plaintiffs in the present 
case that it did not. They feel confident 
and firmly believe that they will win the 
case, 

Two grand juries of the county have 
asked that it be abolished, but this has not 
been done. The court has disposed of 
many cases in the county, and during its 
existence has disposed of a great deal of 
business which, it is said, will be of no 
effect if the court is shown to be illegal. 
The judgments that have been rendered 
will be worthless and they cannot be re- 
covered. Any property that has been taken 
away from persons in the county by its 
judgments, if the injunction ‘s founded on 
the law, can be re-obfained and an endless 
amount of litigation will be aroused in the 
county. 

The situation will be a difficult one te 
cope with if the superior court abolishes 
the ‘¢ity court. 

Judge H. 8S. Parry said yesterday that 
there was nothing in the fight; that he re- 
membered that the court was established 
by the recommendation of the grand jury 
of the county before the legislature passed 
the act. He said that he would be able 
when the injunction was heard to present 
a strong casé and win the fight.

New Scheme Will Revolutionize the 
Conduct of the Exchange.

When the System Is Complete a Sub- 
\. gseriber Will Only Give the 
Number Desirei. 


A change now in progress in the Atlanta 
telephone exchange will within sixty days 
completely revolutionize the telephone sys- 
tem of this city. 

The new system will cost about $40,000 
and although entirely different from the 
present plan is much simpler and insures 
a better service for gubscribers. \ 

The new eystem is the scheme of the 
Western Electrie Company, of Chicago, but 
is being put in by the New York branch 
house, under the direction of Mr. R. PB. 
Hopkins, one of the most thorough eleq- 
triclans in the country. He arrived in the. 
city last Saturday morning with a corps. 
of sixteen men and began work at once. 

Work has been going on day and night 
since that time, but only a small portion 
of the new apparatus has been put :n, and 
it is estimated that at least sixty days 


more are required before the system will 
be in operation.

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COURT SUSTAINS 
THE RAILROADS 


Tennessee Doubled Their Taxes and the 
Companies Resisted. 


THEY GET AN INJUNCTION 


The New Board Went Too Far in Fix- 
ing Valuations. 


RAISED THE FIGURES $30,000,000 


Double the Assessment—Judge Orders 
Companies To Pay Taxes on Last 
Year’s Valuation. | 


Nashville, ‘Tenn., December 2 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The railroads of Tennessee have won 
their case against the board of railway 
commissioners. The latter assessed the rail- 
roads at more than $60,000,000 last summer. 
Heretofore the roads have been paying 
taxes on about half that sum. They pro- 
tested and the commissioners reduced the 
valuation about $3,000,000. 

Still, as the increase had been in the 
neighborhood of $50,000,000, the roads went 
to the court and asked for an injunction. 
They showed that the new vabmiation put 
on their properties was far beyond what it 
should be. There was one instance of a 
road which sold not long ago for about 
$6,000, which was assessed at $14,400. The 
beard took the Louisville and Nashville and 
other roads which were assessed in Ala- 
bama at a certain amount mile and 
‘oubled the amount on the Tennessee side. 
The roads showed what taxes they paid in 
other states and Tennessee's valuations 
were more than twice as large. The com- 
missioners had manifestly attempted to im- 
pose a great burden on the railroads and 
- it Was fortunate for them that the increase 
Was s0 large as to be plainly unjust. 

Judge Clarke, of the United States court, 
rendered his decision today, granting a 
temporary injunction restraining the board 
of equalizers from certifying to the camp- 
troller the approved assessments. It is 
provided, however, that the railroads shall 
pay taxes on the basis of taxation for 
1896-97. This is perfectly satisfactory to the 
companies.

LUMBERMEN AND THE ROADS. 


«The Complaint Is Not Against Rates, 
But Loading Rules. 


Mr. Martin Amorous returned yesterday 
morning from the convention which the 
lumbermen held at Cordele on Wednesday. 
Mr. Amorous stated to a representative of 
The Constitution that the lumbermen had 
no complaint to make against rates, but 
they objected to the loading rules which 
had been issued by the railroads. 

“T doubt if the rules were ever read by 
two transportation men. They were adopt- 
ted by the master car lwilders and recom- 
mended to the companies. Now the master 
ear builders did not realize what their rules 
meant to the lumber shippers. We are re- 
quired to put an equipment of cur own on 
lumber cars, which increases the weight 
1,800 pounds, and we have to pay the freight 
on the increased weight. We have to put 
in bolts and nuts and do a blacksmithing 
business whenever we load lumber that 
laps over, is is frequently the case. The 
standards must be put in a certain way and 
bolted. The freight on the extra equip- 
ment amounts to $1.42 cents a car to Bruns- 
wick and more than $2.5) to Cincinnati. On 
tén cars a day that is an important item. 
We think that the men in the transporta- 
tion department will see that the new rules 
are too severe. We realize that the roads 
‘ want to get lumber loaded so that it will 
be safe, but that can be accomplished with- 
out all these new regulations. A few years 
ago there was a division superintendent on 
the East Tennessee tho issued a rule re- 


quiring us to put more standards on a side | 


than there were pockets, and we had to 
spike the standards on. But that rule did 
not last long.’’

NO MILITARY WEDDING FOR HIM 


Young Charleston Man Asks the Court 
To Break His Plighted Troth. 
Charleston, S. C., December 23.—(Special.) 


Legal steps were taken in the state courts 


today by the attorneys for J. L. Moses, 
Jr., a prominent young insurance broker, 


to annul a vather sensational matriage in 


which he took the leading role. 

Moses claims ‘that his marriage with 
Miss Carrie Avinger, a young woman of 
this city, was entered into by him to save 
his life and that the girl’s brother and 
father were present with guns to compel 
the ceremony to be performed. Miss Avin- 
ger is soon to become a mother. She al- 
leges that Moses is responsible for her 
shame and that he promised to marry her. 

Today, however, she made a statement in 
which she said that the marriage occurred 
with the full consent of Moses. 

According to the story told by Moses, he 
was invited to call on Miss Avinger the 
other night and while in the house was 
confronted by the father and told to marry 
or die. Dr. David M. Ramsay, pastor of 
the Citadel Square church, was summoned 
to unite the couple. Moses says he begged 
Dr. Ramsey not to be a party to such a 
high-handed proceeding, but that his re- 


| quest was refused. He says fhe ceremony 


was pulled off with a great show of guns. 
The d.fferent stories of the affair are about 
as conflicting as it is probable to get. In 
his bill of complaint served on the Avin- 
gers today Moses alleged that the marriage 
was performed under duress and he had 
to take his medicine or else be killed. The 
sourt is asked to annul the marriage.

His friends claim that he is innocent of 
the charge and that he will be able to 
prove that the marriage was performed by 
force and firearms. 


THE WILSONS MUST WITHDRAW 


North Carolina’s Railway Commission 


Row Settle. in Court. | 

Raleigh, N. C., December 23.—(Special.)— 
The supreme court today decided the very 
important case which involves the gov- 
ernor’s power to suspend J. W. Wilson and 
S. Otis Wilson, of the railway commission, 
until the legislature meets. 

The court, Chief Justice Faircloth dis- 
senting and Associate Justice Robert M. 
Dougias, son of the noted Stephen p Ye 
Douglas, delivering the opinion, holds that 
the court below acted properly in refusing 
a jury trial, also that the Wilsons have 
no vested rights in the office, but took it 
with full knowledge of the governor’s pow-

Fine Sporting Greunds Will Probably Be 
Built at Piedmont Park. 


College Representatives Now Here To 
Make the Arrangements. 


THE BIGGEST EVENT OF THE YEAR 


Seventeen Southern Colleges Will Be 
Represented in the Meet—Ma- 
jority Favors Atlanta. 


The next annual track meet of the 
Southern Intercollegiate Association, which 
is the most important athletic meet of the 
year in the south, may be held in Atlanta. 

Dr. C. F. Herty, secretary and treasurer 
of the association, came to Atlanta yes- 
terday to make arrangements for bringing 
the big meet here, and yesterday afternoon 
he inaugurated a movement 


eity the finest athletic grounds in 
country. ; . 

The Exposition Park Amusement Com- 
pany will, in all likelihood, build a grand- 
Stand at the race track and fix the grounds 
inside the track for football, baseball and 
other athletic sports. Mr. Herty was ac- 
companied yesterday by Mr. Tichenor, 
manager of the university baseball team 
of 1898; Mr. L. A, Cothran, manager of the 
university field day and tnack athletics, 
and Professor Wood, of the Technological 
school. These gentlemen called on the 


the 


officials of the Exposition Park Amuse- 
ment Compuny and made a very good of- 
fer. Mr. Tichenor offered to bring all of 
the university baseball games to Atlanta 
if the grounds were prepared, and Mr. 
Cothran agreed to hold the annual field 
day sports here. The plan proposed by 
the athletic people is that the exposition 
company prepare the grounds and bullkd 
a grand stand and then they will have all 
athletic sports of interest to occur here. 

Heretofore the annual track meets have 
been held in Nashville. This was very in- 
convenient to nearly all of the seventeen 
collegés represented in the association;— 
the distance being so great that it was 
very costly to send teams to that city. 
What is wanted by the association is a 
more central point. Atlanta is the most 
central point and the only objection urged 
is that we have not suitable grounds here. 
Two weeks ago when the matter came up 
for discussion at the assoc.ation meeting 
in B.rmingham, Mr. Herty moved to hoki 
the meet here. The representatives of Au- 
burn, Mercer, State university and several 
other colleges. advocated this. New Or- 
leans, Nashville and Birmingham objected 
because all of those cities want the meet. 
The association as a majority favors meet- 
ing in Atlanta, but they do not propose to 
meet here unless they have good grounds, 

The directors of the Park Amusement 
Company are considering the offer made 
to them and it is very likely that they 
will build .e grandstand at the park and 
shape up tne grounds for southern ath- 
letic sports. Every big college baseball or 
football game draws thousands here and 
the expense of fitting up the grounds at 
the park would be amply repaid in the 
first meet. The track meet will last two 
days, and will bring hundreds of the athe 
letes from the seventeen colleges repre- 
sented. 

The offer from the athletic association 
will probably settle the baseball question 
in Atlanta. At present the outlook for 
professional baseball is gloomy, | because 
no suitable grounds have been secured, 
but this matter will be arranged if the 
new grounds are prepared at the park. 


PROGRESS OF THE VITASCOPE.

The sheriff 
was not aware of the plans of ‘the vitascope 
agent and the appearance of the mob was a 
very serious matter with him. He made 
desperate attempts to induce the people 
to refrain from what appeared to be their 
riotous work, but he was swept aside and 
the crowd swarmed around the body. 

Much to the surprise of the sheriff, the 
people retired peacefully and did not mutl- 
late the body of the murderer. There were 
many women and children in the crow@ and 
considerable excitement was caused. 

This was a veritable Klondike for the 
vitascope agent. During the attack of the 
mob the cameras were making something 
like 2,000,000 revolutions per minute and 
every movement of the mob and the ex- 
cited gestures of the sheriff were faithfully

of this visit.

SAY CITY FOLK 


 Jajunction Against Courthouse Purchase 
5 ~ Has Net Discouraged Promulgators. 


OPINION OF CITY ATTORIEY 


4 a Anderson Says Palmer’s Action Will 


Amount to Naught. 


QUOTES FROM THE CHARTER OF THE CITY 


yay* City Would Have Authority Re- 
gardless of Special Act—Mayor 
Says Deal Will Materialize. 


The injunction filed against the city 
Wednesday night, postpon'ng the purchase 
of the courthouse for city hall purposes, 
geems not to have dampened the ardor of 
the promulgators of the plan. They say 
Judge Palmer's somewhat unexpected at- 
tack will amount to nothing. 

The mayor feels confident the latest deal 
will materialize in course of time. Judge 
Anderson, city attorney, and several mem- 
bers of council entertain the same opinion. 

One of the principal arguments in the 
pill for injunction is that the special act of 
the legislature gives the city authority to 
purchase a city hall, not one-fifth of a 
city hall. Judge Anderson hits this clause 
squarely on the nose with section 1 of a 
ofiginal charter of the city, which gives the 
municipality the right to purchase, fe 
celve or retain for the benefit of the city 
any property or lands whatsoever, 

Jufige Anderson further says that é&c- 
cording to the contract between the city 
and county commissioners there is no &t- 
tempt to bind future councils by the trans- 
action. He says Judge Lumpkin is dis- 
qualified to rule on the case, anyway, in 
that the bill for injunction is a taxpiyers’ 
bill, and that Judge Lumpkin is a taxpay- 
er. Judge Lumpkin has ruled, however, 
that he is not debarred on this account. 

"I do not believe,” said Judge Anderson 
yesterday, ‘“‘the injunction will amount te 
anything. We can answer every allega- 
tion they make. In the first place, there 
is no effort on our part to bind future 
councils, as is ev denced by our contract, 


. and future councils are not bound in the 


transaction. As for purchasing one-fifth 
at a time, there is no law against this 
procedure. The ultimate object cf the law- 
maker of the special aet was to give us 
authority to buy a city hall, allowing us 
to use the best means at our disposal. BHe- 
sides, we could purchase the eour‘house 
sven if this special act had .never been 
passed. The first section to the charter 
gives us this right. It is true tnere is no 
sinking fund, but this is immater‘al. The 
act says We may have a sinking fund. 
Of course we never intended to pay over 
the $30,000 without the court’s consent, 
but I do not think the injunction will 
effect the new deal except in the iine of 
de'ay.”” 
Mayor Talks but Little. 

“The courthouse deal is all right,’ sa‘d 
Mayor Collier. He would discuss the plan 
no further. 

“I Was very much surprised to hear of 
the injunction,” said Councilman Ed Pe- 
“If they keep on this way it will 
soon be impossible for us to build a Mitch- 
ell street bridge or make any public im- 
provements whatever. We might as well 
stop where we are. I do not see how this 
injunction can affect the trade. The city 
gets an undivided one-fifth interest in the 
courthouse and there is positively no obll- 
gation on any council to purchase the oth- 
er fifths.

limits of said city for corporate purposes; 
to hold all property and effects now be- 
longing to sa'd city, either in her name or 
in the name of others, to the use of :aid 
city for the purpose and intents for which 
the same were granted or dedicated; to 
use, manage and improve, sell and convey, 
rent or lease, and have the like 1}:owers 
Over property hereafter acquired.’’

ANNUAL MEETING YESTERDAY 


Board Refundei Teachers Some of the 
Money Cut from Their Salaries. 


NEXT YEAR'S APPROPRIATION NAMED 


Board Would Not Make It Public, but 
It Will Ask for an Increase Over 
That of Last Year. 


The board of education of Atlanta held 
its annual meeting yesterday afternoon 
and elected officers for the ensuing year. 

With only one exception the old officers 
were re-elected. Captain R. J. Lowry, for- 
mer treasurer of the board, was the only 
officer not re-elected. Mr. George DeSaus- 
sure was elected treasurer. The officers re- 
elected are: 

President, Mr. Hoke Smith; vice president, 
Judge J. G@ Bloodworth; secretary, Mr. 
BE. C. Merry. 

The meeting of the board yesterday af- 
ternoon was very quiet and the only other 
important business transacted was re- 
funding to the school teachers some of the 
money cut from their salaries at the begin- 
ning of the year. 

In the spring of the year it was found 
necessary to reduce the salaries of the 
teachers and a cut of 9 per cent was made 
by the board. It has been proved that the 
cut Was more than sufficient and the teach- 
ers now have about $2,000 to their credit. 
Yesterday afternoon the board decided to 
return this to them and as a result they 
will receive in addition to their month’s 
salary an increase of about 8 per cent. This 
was rather unexpected by the teachers and 
comes in the nature of a Christmas prés- 
ent. 

Only two members of the board were 
absent yesterday. The first business was 
the report of Superintendent Slaton. On 
account of the fact that the board met so 
early after the close of the schools he was 
unable to prepare his annual report. The 
report presented to the board showed that 
the attendance in the schools is unusually 
large. It stated that the semi-annuai pro- 
motions will take place on January 2th. 
It is not thought that many children will 
be promoted. 

The report tells of the formal introduction 
into the schools of the vertical system of 
penmanship and of the presence in the 
city of Professor Wells, a teacher and pen- 
manship expert who was sent by the pub- 
lishers of the system adopted. He has al- 
ready begun instructing, the teachers and 
in his report Superintendent Slaton says 
great progress has been made, 

The report says that there has not been a 
single case of smallpox in the schools and 
that they have been visited twice during 
the past six weeks by the city physicians, 
who have vaccinated every child who was 
not successfully vaccinated. Superintendent 
Slaton says that the school children of At- 
lanta are the most thoroughly vaccinated 
in the United States. 

The pay roll of the schools for the last 
month was passed up and approved by the 
board. Through the energy and kindness of 
Superintendent Slaton the teachers were 
able to draw their money on the morning 
of December 23d, and had it in time for 
their Christmas shopping. 

Free Textbooks Discussion. 

Aldermen Woodward and Rice, of the 
city council, were before the board yester- 
day afternoon as a committee from coun- 
cil to go into joint discussion with the 
board and discuss the free textbooks ordl- 
nance of the council. 

Alderman Woodward appeared before the 
board as the author of the ordinance and 
during the joint session made a talk in 
which he gave his reasons why the ordi- 
nance should be approved by the board. 

Alderman Rice, who was present as a 


| ordinance and gave the board his reasons 
for the opposition. 

The board decided to retain the matter 
ufider advisement and when Supierintend- 
ent Slaton and Assistant Superintendent 
Landrum visit other cities during January 
and February they will be instructed to 
leok into the book plan in use and make a 
report to the board. 

Want Increased Appropriation. 

The finance committee of the board made 
its report on the expenses tor the ensuing 
year and the board, taking this as a basis, 
decided on the amount of the appropriation 
to be asked of council. 

The board would not make known the 
amount to be asked for, but it is stated 
that it will be an increase over the appro- 
priation of last year. The school appropria- 
tion last year was $142,000 and it is very 
likely that the amount to be asked this 
year.will be somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $150,000. 

The next regular meeting of the board 
will take place Thursday, January 6th, and 
at that time the annual report of Superin- 
tendent Slaton will be presented. It will 
contain matters of interest and will show 
the work of the schools for the past year.

Council’s First Schedule May Be Mate- 
rially. Changed. 


TWO SUGGESTIONS ARE MADE 


Aiderman Mitchell Wants One Raised 
' and Other Cut. 


COUNCIL MAY AGAIN REVISE THE LIST 


It Is Suggested That City Attorney: 
Be Raised and City Clerk 
Decreased. 


The schedule of salaries of city officials 
for the year 1899 and 1900, passed by the 
city council last Monday, may be mate- 
rially changed before the new year. 

The aldermanic board met at the cham- 
ber of commerce yesterday afternoon, 
and while the schedule was concurred in, 
yet the action was objected to by Al- 
derman Mitchell, who is not in favor of 
the schedule as fixed, and will ask to have 
it changed at the next session of council— 
Thursday. 

The clerk’s salary was fixed at $2,400, 
the same as at present, and the city at- 
torney’s at $2,500. Alderman Mitchell will 
try to have the clerk’s salary reduced to 
$2,000 and the city attorney's raised to 
$3,000, what he now receives. 

Alderman Mitchell would have moved to 
amend the ordinance yesterday afternoon, 
but such action would haye turned down 
the whole measure, and he did not care 
to renew the fight again in council. He w'll 
introduce a resolution at the next ses- 
sion, however, providing for the above 
changes. 

As to whether these resolytions will pass 
is speculative. Alderman Rice believes all 
salaries are too large, and will probably 
advocate Alderman Mitchell’s plan so far 
as the clerk ts concerned. Others are in 
favor of the present schedule and will 
vote against a change. The meeting there- 
fore promises to be of interest. 

The law states that salaries must be 
fixed this year, and definite action must be 
taken at the next session of council. The 
whole schedule may be changed before 
a final settlement is reached.

The mere pos- 
sibility of such ga thing is horrible. The 
fact is a burning shame and wnutterably 
disgraceful. It is no defense to say that 
other sections of our country are equally 
guilty. We must sustain the majority law 
or else surrender our claim to the common 
humanities, to say nothing of the spirit 
of Christianity.”

BOTH BUYING. MAY 


Possible Leiter and Armour Will Pool 
Their Interests and Corner May. 


THAT OPTION ON THE RISE. 


Situation: Never So Favorable for 4 
Corner as It Will Be This &ea- 
son, Say Forecasters. 


Chicago, December 23.—The possibility 
that Leiter and Armour will pool their in- 
terests to corner May wheat is stirring 
traders on ’change. The Post says: 

“George French, operating for the Leiter 
crowd, has piled up a line of at least 
4,000,000 bushels of May wheat, according 
to reports from the floor. Armour’s radical 
change of front in bulling May wheat is 
common ‘knowledge. It is equally well 
known that Armour had a pyramid bought, 
which is supposed to come close to the 
Letter holding. As if to emphasize the bull 
talk. both Armour’s and Leiters men 
bought wheat today. Armour’s movements 
are closely veiled, but Leiter’s engineers 
make no secret of their dealings in May 
wheat. Alreadv that option is regarded as 
being as dangerous for the public to handle 
as a stove lid at white heat. 

‘"May wheat is a long shot, is the answer 
given by commission men when approached 
by customers. The winter wheat crop in 
this country is not harvested until July. 
and according to the forecasters on ’change 
the situation has never been so favorable 
for a corner in May wheat as it’ will be this 
season. Everywhere the price of May is 
on the rise and the difference between May 
and December is being rapidly narrowed. 


The Day Reviewed. 


Chicago, December 23.—Speculative mar- 
kets were ail strong today and more gener- 
ally active than yesterday, though in the 
end wheat and oats were the only substan- 
tial beneficiaries of the improvement. May 
wheat closed %@%c higher on buying, 
principally by the Leiter people. The news, 
however, favored higher prices. Corn 
closed a shade higher. Oats advanced 
%4@%*c and provisions closed unchanged to 
5c higher. 

Apparently the principal reason for the 
firmness with which wheat opened was the 
strength shown by Liverpool in the face of 
the decline here yesterday, which was due, 
at was claimed, to apprehension over the 
European political outlook. That market 
showe@ \4@%c advance at the opening. 
Here (May started at 93%@93%c as compared 
with yesterday's closing price of 92%.@93c. 

For a moment or two the market hesi- 
tated and a few sales were made at 93% 
@93%c. Then a demand set in, which, with 
a decided scarcity of offerings, really the 
feature of the early trading, caused an ad- 
vance which carried the price up to 93% 
@93%ec. in a very short time. It reacted 
somewhat after that, but by 11 o'clock had 
advanced, this time to 94c. During the ad- 
vance the Leiter buyers were on both sides 
of the market, but presumably bought con- 
siderably more than they sold. Northwest 
receipts were moderate. The number of 
carloads reported at Minneapolis and Du- 
luth was 407, against 524 last week and 339 
the corresponding @ay of 1896. Chicago re- 
ceipts 305 cars by rail, of which 14 were 
contract. Inspected into store from ves- 
sel, 34,600 busnels ,No. 1 northern spring, 
and from unlicensed elevators 39,5000 bush- 
els and 104 carloads of the same grade. 
The reduced number of cars in the north- 
west compared with a week ago contirmed 
the traders in the bullishness with which 
they started the market.

JAPANESE ARMY FULL OF SPIES. 


Japan Press Disscusses the Late Ac- 
tions of Germany and Russia. § 
San Francisco, December 23.—Comment- 
ing on the strained relations between Japan 
and Russia over Korea, the Chinese papers 
report that the Japanese army is full of 
Russian spies, disguised as Japanese, and 
that the Russian army is being tampered 
with by Japanese emissaries, who are do- 
ing all they can to stir up disaffection 

among the czar’s soldiers. 

Commenting upon Kiao-Chau affairs the 
Ashai says that the action of the Germans, 
in having suddenly seized Kiao-Chau on 
the pretext of the murder of missionaries, 
is outrageous, and that it disturbs the 
peace of the far east admits of no discus- 
sion, and Japan, being near to the scene 
of the trouble, cannot regard the matter 


| lightly. Sooner or later a line of policy to

We need not dwell 
upon the particulars of her kindness here, 
but the seizure of Kiao-Chau may give 
Japan the right of a permanent possession

Mrs. Knight Cowhided Old

Something About Sleep. 
From The Chicago News. 

Few people are aware that sleep may 
weaken instead of mvigorate. If a man 
sleeps longer than is necessary to repair 
tissues and rest his mind he injures him- 
self, and lays the foundation for var ous 
diseases. The tendency to sleep shown by 
children and the uneducated when not oc- 
cupied is probably because their intellects 
are so poor they take no interest !n their 
own thoughts or ftdeas. Al methods of 


swinging ought to be discouraged, for ex- 
per ments have shown that swinging for a 
quarter of an hour produces in adults a 
perceptible lowering of the temperature. 

During the first weeks of*life an infant 
should be awake two hours a day at least; 
between one and two years the waking 
houts should number six or eight; between 
two and three from seven to nine; between 
four and six from nine to eleven; between 
six and nine from twelve to fourteen; be- 
tween nine and thirteen from fourteen to 
sixteen waking hours. When a person is 
eighteen or twenty he needs not more 
than eight hours’ sleep a day unless his 
work is very fatigu'’ng. Those who are 
middle-aged need even less. 

The position dur'!ng sleep is responsible 
for. health. Inflammation of the right 
lung is more common than of the left, 
because -* the habit of sleep'ng on the 
right side. One should change his posit'on 
while asleep. The best possible position 
in which to sleep is face downward, as do 
the animals. 

It is worth recalling that Jeremy Taylor 
allowed but three hours out of the twenty- 
four for sleep; Baxter, four; Wesley, s'x; 
Lord Coke and S'r Will'am Jones, seven. 
It is said that Bismarck and Gladstone, 
now that they have reached an advanced 
age, both $leep eight hours; Zola siceps 
only seven hours. Many great men, such 
as Goethe, Mirabeav, Napoleon and Hum- 
boldt, have given évéen less time to sleep. 
Kant. who only slept seven hours during 
the greater part of his I'fe, but in old age 
was obliged te increase the amount, re- 

arded the bed as the nest of diseases, 
hus antic‘pating the d'scoveries of later 
physiologists.
